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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 66-79 are pending in the instant application. 

Amendments 

The amendments filed on November 6, 2007 and November 1 3, 2007 has been 
acknowledged and has been entered into the application file. 

Election/Restrictions 

Applicant's election without traverse of Group IX, claims 38-44 along with an 
election of species in the reply filed on November 6, 2007 is acknowledged. 

Applicant has made an election of species in the instant application. As the 
elected species is found to be unpatentable, the search has been limited to the elected 
species. 

Priority 

The claim to priority as a CON of PCT/US03/37219 filed November 18, 2003, 
which claims priority to 60/427,283 filed November 18, 2002 is acknowledged in the 
instant application. 

If applicant desires to claim the benefit of a prior-filed application under 35 U.S.C.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 66-79 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to 
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one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, 
had possession of the claimed invention. 

The claims are drawn to a compound that was not described until the reply filed 
on November 6, 2007. Therefore, the claims contain new matter. Even though the 
compounds are based on the process originally described in the specification, the 
compounds are completely different from those listed in the specification because the 
oxygen and sulfur atoms of the tricyclic ring structure are switched. Applicant has not 
provided any evidence that states that the structures in the specification were an error 
and that the switching of the atoms would be known to one of skill in the art. Therefore, 
the claims do not meet the written description provision of 35 U.S.C. 112, first 
paragraph. 

Conclusion 

Claims 66-79 are rejected.
